FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The duty binding us to prosecute the work of Foreign Mixsions is bas- 
ed upon considerations both human and divine. 


1. CONSIDERATIONS HUMAN. 


Haman considerations are both homanitarian and utilitarian; unselfish 
and selfish. (1) The Humanitarian. This is based in human need. If we 
would be humane, help the needy, courfort the distressed and save the lost, 
we must be interested in the heathen and send them the bread of life. 
From this polat of view, the Foreign work ix purely benevolent, unseliish, 
homanitarian. lt emphasizes the doctrine of the Golden Rule: “Do unto 
others as you would have them do unto you.” If we were in darkness, we 
would appreciate the kindness and the humanity that would send us help. 
bat there ix another haman vonsideration why Christian nations should 
foster the work of Foreiyn Mixsions, viz: (2) 7%, utilitarian. Wt is eusy of 
demonstration that Foreigi Mission Societies, through their Missionaries, 
have wade many ost valuable contributions to the wealth and literature 
of nations. Who have done more for ethnology, geo raphy, lexicogra »hy 
and philology than Christian Mixslonaries during the last one hundred 
years? They have done a vest deal to increase the commerce of nations 
and foster the fraternization of mankind. But this is the purely utilitarian 
view. Weare not to engage in Foreign Mission work becanse we derive person 
al, commervial or national benefit from it, bat from other and higher reasons. 


2. CONSIDERATIONS Diving. 


We should foster Foreign Mixsion work because it is God's will we should. 
We know it is tis will because (1) Christ set the example. He is our great 
pattern. He lived in partto show ux how to ‘live. He was the greatert 
missionary, He <et an example for us to follow. Because 2) Christ has 
oumanded us todo such, He anid “Go into all the world and preach the 
kuspel lo every creature.” He would not command us to do what he does 
mat Want ux todo. Obedienve to the commands of our great Law-give, isa 
fundamental! principle with Baptists. Becanae (3) The love of Christ con- 
rains us w follow His example and obey His commands. They who re- 
fuse to obey Him cannot claim to love Him; for our love is proven by our 
obedienve. Because (4) ¢ od blesses the work. Souls are convert and 
made happy. It would seem that God blesses in aspecial manner the For- 
eign Mission work of the Baptist. All the world knows that Baptists give 
less meney for this work than any other denomination, and yet our Mis- 
- donaries meet with kreater success than Missionaries of other bodies. That 
is, OUF Converts coat us about $10 to $12 each, while the converts of other 
denominations cost their Boards from $25 to $150 each. Whata difference! 
oes this not mean that we ought to love this work? 
Let our people read our im sionary literature, become informed and 
get into full *ympathy with the work and let us double what we have ever 
done.
